“This town js poor but loyal.”

INVESTIGATIONS 


Now that there is a welcome 
diminution in the number of 
vases of dysentery, the public 
generally will harbour the hope 
that the epidemic, which has 
taken such a heavy toll of infant 
live, is definitely on the decline, 


Complete reassurance, however, 


is not yet possible, and in. the 
meantime residents will do well to 
refrain. from the consumption of 
uncooked foodstuffs, of unpas- 
teurised milk, or of —unboiled 
water. The continuance of pre- 
cautions essential until the 
cause of the outbreak has been 
definitely established,  Exhaus- 
tive investigations are known to 
have been instituted by, the health 
nuthorities, but the problem is one 
which-—for-a—variel y—of_reasons,. 
cannol be solved quickly. Cer- 
tain preliminary conclusions have 
alrendy been reached,” and the 
deductions therefrom are being 
carefully analysed., One of the 
biggest handicaps which inves- 
tigators face in enquiries of this 
kind is that by the time the tests 
from suspected sources are com- 
plete; the milk, water or food 
which may. have become con: 
tnminated has already passed into 
circulation. Jt is quite possible, 
of course, {lat the disease may 
have been transmitted by a car- 
rier who is himself unaffected, 
The ‘authorities have gatheted de- 
tailed data in regard to every case: 
so far reported, and in the near 
futuro a preliminary official state- 
ment on the result of the inves- 
tigations may be expected. So 
far as making dysentery a notifi- 
able disease is,concerned, it «is 
understood that there are some 
difficultics which would’ have to be
